This arched crown or wall has a thiok- 
ne.« of lliree feet in llie ileu|iest pait of 
tlio work beneath the shoots, but as tho 
tunnol rises from the lowcak polBl the 
tliiokneas Is gradually reduced to two

QUININE rORESTS. 

■ew Iha Olnahaaa Bwk U gisssssa ii 
the Slat* of <lB«ilanaai«ra«i 

In describing the quinine forests of 
tho Andos, tho Gorman traveler. Frits 
lirnunhoff, says; The little town of 
La I'aj is situated in the State of Con- 
dennmarca, ton thousand foot above the 
level of the soa. Ten years ago it was 
hardly knonn by name, while to-day it 
is to tho manufacturer and merchant of 
quinine the most important point on 
the globe. Although but a small vU- 
lage which can not even boast of a 
hotel, thore is more Ufa and traffic going 
on than in many large citiea. The 
days are exceedingly hot, while the 
nights ore refreshingly cool. Although 
American, Gorman, English and French 
agents have had bosintsa tramaotions 
hero for years, there Is little social life 
among them; they seem to mistrust 
each other, tliere being ii painful my* 
torlousncss in their business iutaroourso; 
but as thu heavy tnnsaotlonB take 
place mostly In forests and mount- 
ains, social intercourse In the town 
seems not to be required. Upon our 
arrival at La Piiz, we engngod a 
small dwelling for three months; 
twenty wood-choppcra were hired for 
tho same period, aud, provided with 
the necessary provisions, we struck out 
for the mountains. Tho chief remained 
in town to direct tho packing and ex- 
port of the cinchona bark. The bark 
is sent to La Pan either in small roll 
Stripped from the twigs or larger 
branoboa, or in flat and thick slabs from 
the trunk and mahi roots of the trees. 
It is graded into (our qualities: first, 
the brown or gray, also called the 
I'eruvian bark; second, the yellow or 
Bolivia bark; third, the red bark, an4 
fourth, the imitation, or "quiniuora. 
Tho price of the borlt is rscuhttod a 
cording to the amount of alkaloid and 
other madiolnal ingradiania Roontains. 
The most valuable Is the cinohona-flova 
and oinchona-collsaya, which contains 
moat of the alkaloid. This latter U the 
only traa d the aiaohona family which 
grows In the vfUnitv of La Pai, and Is 
found at a height of from thirty-three 
hundred to eleven thousand six hundred 
fee^ above tho level of the soa. As the 
product diffots in strength, chemists ara 
employed to determine and classify its 
value aooordlugly. 

The hills and mountains are covered 
with dense (on^st^ of these ever green 
trees, but their destruction is so rapid 
that the government of Coodenamarca 
had recently to pass a law prohibiting 
the young trees from being slaughtered 
together with tho rest. As soon as a 
cerlain amoniil of bark has been ;)o- 
cured it in (Irlod on the spot, and Its 
Quantity of quinine axaniined. and U 
tho result is satisfactory the hlling ol 
trees is proceoiled with. Whilo half 
the men are thus oecuiiied the other 
half peel off the bark, and every even- 
ing tha produce of tha d» Is loaded 
upon mnles and sent to La Paa, whet« 
it Is pulverized, sowed into hldea or 
bags, and immediately tnmaportad to 
the cities on tha coast 

The sojourn in these fqiastt, ir4th • 
damp attn^roliefe ud the absoqae o! 
(renh w^Ur, is eicoeeffingly unhealthy. 
When it is oonfidared that thousands 
of hands are eontinually bnsy in fvlling 
these trees, on idea can be formed <3 
the enormous consumption of quiblne. 
However, it will not be many 
years before the cinchona forests ' 
thp Andes will be among the things 
(if the past. The LhituTi have of 
l.Ulu years cultivatod tho quinine 
tree in the East Indies and es- 
pcciallv in Java, with surprising re- 
sults; hero the trses nro nqt destroyad, 
hut only partially deprived qf tbolr 
bark, so thi«t in the eouris of years the 
hitrk is i^newad and laady for aqotbcr

The Innumerable sandy iMnnds

Once in crossing one of 
these desert regions he saw about 
twenty pillars of sand suddenly rise 
and whirl along in tlie distance. As 
they piwsed along, a cloud of dust wiw 
raised on the ground, apparently eight 
or ten yards in diameter. This gradu- 
ally assumed the form of a column, 
that continued to increase In height 
and diameter as it moved over the 
plain, appearing like a mighty serpent 
roaring its head aloft, and twisting its 
huge body into contortions in its efforts 
to ascend. 

The plllafs were of various sir.e«, 
some twenty and thirty foot high, and 
some sscciidod to near two hinulred 
feet As the whirlwinds began gallicr- 
ing up the dust one might have fancied 
that snl«diluvian monsters were rising 
into life and activitv. Tho smaller 
ones seemed lo trip lightly over the 
plain, bending their bodies in gracuful 
onrves as tlioy passed each other; while 
those of larger ditnonsloas revolved 
Willi gravity, swelling out tlioir trunks 
as they move4l onwnni, till tlio sanily 
fabric suddenly dissolved, forming s 
great monad, and creating a plona of 
dust that was swept over^the desert 

Tho same writer, in referring to a 
pkuuomcnon of atotidly different diar- 
ncter, says: Many of my rimders know 
nothing iiroctically of the niiraj^c, and 
thus they can neither a|>])reciatc the 
beauty of this deception, nor estimate 
the disappointment it creates. I fear 
my pen can not give an adequate idea 
of its te^tallalng power on the thirsty 
traveler. It has, however, often fallen 
to my lot to witness it, when an appar- 
ent lake stretched out before me, 
tempting both man and Iwast to ruab 
on and slake their bumingthlrst. Even 
after years of experience 1 have been 
deceived by this phenomenon, so real 
has it appeared, and so many of its 
peculiar and magical effecto havu l>een 
preserved. 

Sometimes vast cities soomod rising 
on the plains, in which a multitude of 
towers, spires, domes and columns were 
grouped together with a plctureK<|uo 
effool that neither poet or painter conid 
depict. And these were rcllectcd in 
the deceptive fluid with all the dis- 
tinctness of a mirror; at times a slight 
breeze secmcti to ruffle the placid sur- 
face, destroying tlie forms for a few 
minutes, and then they reappeared. 
Sometimes I have been almost induced 
to believe that vast tropical forests 
were iMifore me, where palms of glgaii' 
tic size, with their gnieefnl tuli;ige, 
overtupiMHl ovory othur ttvo, and that 
beyond wore mountain oreits, giving a 
reality to the soene that caused me tor 
the moment to doubt its Ix-lng a phan- 
tom. At last I have |):\s,sed over tho 
siMt where the lake, the mighty city, 
the vast forest had appeared, and found 
nothing but small bushes and tufts q|

limn Negroes ZlUed in Kiss- 
issippi. 

fiiiKNAu.v, Miss., March 17.— News 
of a terrible tragedy enacted at Car- 
rolton, an interior town, twenty-four 
miles southwest of Grenada, was re- 
ceived licre this evening. I'ifty men 
rode into the town and repaired to 
the court-house, where thirteen ne- 
groes wore waiting for their trial to 
commenoe. The white men walked 
into the toart^rpom an4.slio( ton of 
the hegroes dead, in^ niortally 
wounded the other three. The shoot- 
ing grow out of the attempted assas- 
sination of James LIddell, a promU 
ueutclticeu, who was shot and ser- 
iously wounded by tbeie i^ifCton 
several weeks ago. 

Nkw OiiLKANs, March 18.-W. W. 
Liddell, the brother of J. M. LIddell, 
oueof the principals in the* Carroll- 
ton affair, was in the city to-night 
and gave the following account ol 
the bloody atlray, which he witnessed. 

riie Court -house where the shooting 
occurred," buid I.iililell, "is a square 
brick buildinj; two stories high, 
measuring about (lu feet each way; 
on the lower lloor there are two halls 
running clear through, one from east 
to west, the other from north to 
south. The stairway starts near the 
iulerscctlou of tlie two hallways, 
north and west hallway, to a lauding 
about eight feat from the lower floor, 
where it takes a turu and goes up to 
the right into the court rocm. The 
door into tlie court,,room is a gowl 
sized ouc, and tl^lalidijig commands 
tM aoofc -> ywifliMt'ir' Aet fh>m the 
door commences a row of benches, 
each row being lower than the one 
back of it. The seat where the Ma y 
or sat was about fifteen feet in froul 
of the first rpw of benches, the «pacc 
between being divided by an Iron 
railing. There are ten windows to 
the court room, ilirce on the east and 
west and four on the north side. At 
the lime the negroes were mostly on 
the west side and center of the court 
room. I was to the right as you go 
in on the north side, near the Judge's 
stand, silling down. It was about 1 
o'clock. The first thing I noticed 
was a young negro man get up and 
go shuffling towards the door, lie 
got to the door and looked out, llicn 
turned around excitably and beckon 
«d.to the rest of llio negroes to come 
out. They -all got up and started, 
when the firing opened. They ran 
tothe windows and jumped out The 
first firing was a volley, followed and 
kpP>. ^fom%. ^mp.., TbeMfl^ere a 
gr«a mny ittoti flrMl vli^ras a 
regular fUsllade. My brother was 
seated at>out twenty feet fhim me. 
Before I beard a shot I saw Ed. and 
Charles Brown pull their pistoli 
The tiring followeid Immediately on 
their gelling up. . 

Charles and Kd. ISrown were cop 
per-colored negroes, aged about 28 or 
30 years. The Urowiis were desper- 
ate negrocH, involved in many dif- 
flciillies, and rrci|uciilty denounced 
white men. Wlicn I lel't the dourt- 
room. I saw that most of the dead 
were massed uear the door on the 
landing. One was lying at the foot 
of the stairs. Some were wounded 
and crawled out." 

There wen eleven negroes killed 
and aiiM^#Nnded. One negro at- 
tempted to jump through the closed 
glass window, getting about half hU 
body through tbtsasli, when a Win 
Chester rifle ball took off tb* tap of 
his head, scattering his brains over 
the court-yard. Yfliy few of tbejte- 
rocs escaped. Peyton Uemingway, 
a negro, jumped from the second sto- 
ry window and was, it Is said, shot at 
twenty times, but escaped, lie is a 
sou of a negro man wlio was in the 
Confederate service as a spy under 
(ieo. Ijoriiig, 

The parly who did (he killing were 
not residents (]f Carrolltoii and ills 
said did not live near there. Some 
think that tliey came from l.cllore 
county and near the present home of 
Mr. I.iddell. ; 

Tlie following composes the list of 
the killed: Edward Brown, Charles 
Brown, J9e;J(wiAg(« Frank Hughes, 
Amos Mathews, Jim Johnson, John 
Money, Drew Doss, 9arris<^ Kriss, 
Lewis Bncbanau, Simon Kane and 
Will FetteL 

Two more will surely die and per- 
haps others. The statement that the 
negro Brown fired, the first shot is dC' 
nied by some, who claim that the 
white men rushed In the Court House 
and began the shooting. The most 
probable theory is that the fifty white 
men who came into town were friends 
of liiddell, who came to attend the 
trial and to see that he was not assas 
sinated by tlie Browns, as they had 
right to fear. Brown naturally sup 
posed that they came to kill him and 
was detcriniued to kill Liddell it'pos 
sible before he lost his own life, and 
with this eud in view began the fir 
ing. The white men, upon hearing 
the Nport of Brown's pistol, fired on 
the negroes and killed everyone they 
could.

Report to 
him of the circumstance of Iheimme 
diatc origin of the begiunini; of the 
riot is that the negroes were the ag' 
gressors, one tiriug at Liddell in the 
court-house during the trial, where' 
ui)0U Llddell's friends retaliated with 
fatal effect. The impression here is 
that the riot was altogether provoked 
and precipitated by tlir ^nd,ttot of 
one of the negrttek, and Was not a 
premeditated aflhir, that it resulted 
from momentai'y Impulse, (hat It wu 
carried too far, and is depV^cated 
and condemned. 
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Evidence In Detail Is the Case of 
Joe Eay-Jound Suilty of 
, l£sBskught«r Only 
-thiVirdiot. 

On the 29lh of March 1885, Joseph 
\V. Ray shot and killed Samuel 
Knight, at a cabin ou the J. R. Mc- 
Knight slac%. pear McKuight's mill 
in the Scales' Mill precinct about 18 
or 30 miles northwest of Uopkins- 
vllle, near the Hopkins county line. 
The men were brotbers-lu-law and 
there were only three witnesses to 
the killing, vis: Mrs. Eliza lUy, 
moiherof the accused, Mrs. Idella 
Kiiight, wife of the deceased and sis- 
ter of the prisoner and Mrs. Zora Sel- 
lers, a cousin of Joe Bay. The kill- 
ing occurred stxiut 4 o'clock Friday 
evening, in a cabin of one raom oc- 
cupied by W. A. Ray, father of Joe 
Ray. The trial was called last Friday 
and the following testimony was ad- 
duced : 

BY THE rKOSECUTION. 

ED. KNIGHT: Knew nothing of 
tlie flicts. Saw his brother Sam go- 
ing to Bay's, where he wu killed. 

J AS. KNIGHT: Joe. Bay' came 
and told me that he had kilted Sam. 
Tliat he had shot out his brains at 
old man Ray's. I weiit down there 
and examined the corpse. It had a 
bullet hole behiud the left ear and a 
bloodshot place over the right eye 
showed wliere the ball lodged. 

Crois examined : A spot of blood 
on the lloor in front of the lire-place 
had been wnslicid up. Itettie (Jood- 
loc, who liad parted from her hus- 
band, Bill (I'oodloe, had been living 
at Sam liniirhl's. Knight and .loe 
Ray had started in to crop together, 
but Joe Ray had left some time be- 
fore and went to his father's half a 
mile off. I went to my house from 
the field and Joe Ray and Bettie 
Goodloe were at the gate talking. A 
little boy was sent after ine. They 
had been talking while the boy was 
gone after me. When I got to W. A. 
Ray's the body was still lying on the 
floor, with the Ibet towaids the fire 
and the head towards the door in the 
west side. 

JOHN BENNEITT: Lived one 
mile from Bay's, at McICnlght's mill. 
Old man Bay came to the mill about 
the middid of the afternoon and told 
nic about the killing. I fed my stock 
and llien went over there. Found 
Ray and wife. Knight's wife and Zora 
Sellers there. Body was lying on 
the floor on the back, stretehed out 
etraijfht. There was a little blood 
on the lloor close to his head. Had 
on jeans pants and coat. Hands 
folded across the breast. Didn't ex- 
amine for the wound. Staid about 
an hour. Nobody eame. I helped 
move the corpse to the bed. Saw no 
arrangements for bnrlal. The head 
was towardsithe west door and feet 
two feet from fire-place when I first 
saw the body. 

JOHNLADD: Live In Hopkins 
Co. Knew Knight but did not know 
Ray. I married Knight's sister. I 
was told of the killing by my wife's 
lialf-biollicr. Lived Ti miles distant. 
Heard it at supper time. I went 
next morning to liiid Ray's. Found 
Knight's body on the bed. My wife 
and Ijinioln Knight also went. There 
were some women theie. Knight 
had been sliot a little above the left 
ear, behind it. The face and neck 
were powdcr-burued. Tlie right eye 
was iilood ahot, and blood was oozing 
outof the eye, nose and month. He 
had on all his clo^ies. That wa« 
Saturday. He liad a pistol injils hip 
pocket. All the barrels were load- 
ed, Knigbtfrasayonngman alMut 
27 years old, I reckon. Didn't know 
of a contract Knight and Bay bad 
made to work together. Oross-ex- 
aminatlon was substanllaly the samo. 

MRS, MARGARET KNIGHT: 
Lived a mile from jilacc of killing. 
I>earned of it from Betlie Goodloe 
and little Ray boy. l'\)nnd.Iack Hay 
and Bud Ray's family there when I 
went over next morning. There was 
a bullet hole behind Knight's left ear 
and the right ej'e was blood-sliot. 
Blood and brains on the coat collar 
and shoulder. Face and neck were 
powder-burned. Saw Joe Ray pass 
through our yard Friday evening be- 
fore quilting time, riding a mule. 
My husband, Wm. Knight, a oouslu 
of Sam Knight, worked for T. T. Mc- 
Kulght Several women were at 
Ray's house. Mrs. Lucinda Wbitt, 
her danghter, Mrs. Zora Sellers, Mrs. 
Eliza Bay and her daughters, Mrs. 
Sam Knight and Nettle Kay. Cross- 
examination same as above. 

OMAR KNIGHT: Third cousin 
to Sam Knight. Had known Joe 
liay about 5 months before the kill- 
ing. Jim Knight told me of the kill- 
ing. I wont over after dark. Found 
Joe Bay's mother, 3 sisters, 2 little 
brothers and his aunt and cousin 
there. The corpse was on the bed. 
Bullet hole behiud the left ear and 
right eye bloodshot. Face and neck 
powder-burned. I sUid there Fri- 
day and Saturday nights. The body 
was burled Sunday. I talked with 
Joe Bay In prison when I was before 
the grand Jnry. He asked me if 
there were many witnesses against 
liim and if the boys were going to 
try to hang him. I told him I didn't 
know anything about the hanging and 
that I was going to tell nothing but 
the truth. He asked me if I had ev- 
er heard of any hard feelings be- 
tween him and Sam, and several 
other questions. 

T. T. MclCNIGUT : Knew both iiar- 
ties. Knight was living on the J. R. 
McICnight place, which I control. I 
leased it to Sam Knight and Joe Ray 
in Feb) and they set in to work to- 
gether. Bay left In about a month. 
Knight and wife remained. Bettie 
Goodloe was there a pa^t of tbe :t|t|e 
before Bay left. Joe went toj|s 
father's to lire, half a mile off on the 
same farm. First beard of the kill- 



ing at 5 o'clock Friday. A messen- ' 
gcr came and told nie. When I got 
there only old man Ray's folks were 
here. I didn't see the wound. Niixt 
saw Joe Itay in Jail. 

Crost-examititd' Ihtven'r "taken 
any particular interest in this case. 
Didn't engage counsel to prosecute. 
Leased the place to Ray and Knight. 
Afterwai-ds old man lUy came and 
went into aiiotlier house on the farm. 
Bettie Goodloe, I think, eancrwith 
Itay. 

A. B. LONG, jailer, slated that 
the town marshal of Earlingtou 
brought Bay to Jail Apr. 5, 1885. 

THC t>BrBMSI. 

'W.A.RAY: Father of prisoner. 
I was plowing lu the field half a mile 
from tbe house, when the killing 
occurred. 

Crou-txamintd: Joe made his 
home at my house, but worked for 
iny brother. Uo started to insko a 
crop with Snin Kuight, bnt quit in a 
week or two. Joe ownoil a pistol, 
which he kept in a cigar box on the 
shelf. Don't know what make it 
was. The following persons were 
there: My wife, Mrs. Lucinda 
Whitt and daughter, Mrs. Zora Sel- 
lers, of i'aducah, and my daughters 
Nettie Ray and Mrs. Sam ICniglit. 
Mrs. Sellers was separated from her 
husband. Mrs. Whitt and Mrs. Sel- 
lers came to the neighlrarhood in the 
fail and had been tliei-e ever since. 
I ate dinner about 12 and went to the 
mill and when I came back by llio 
house Sam and his wife we1« there. 
I got a drink of water and went On 
to the field. Joe waa t^ere. When 
I came to the house Kuight waa lying 
dead on th% floor. Blood on the floor 
niiderhis head. Had on 'his coat 
Joe came to the field and got the^ 
muiolwas plowIuK and rode it ofi'. 
Saw him the next weekat Jack Bay's, 
in Hopkins Co. Sam Kuight mar 
ried my daughter the fall before. I 
got my mule back from niy brother's 
Sunday or Monday. 

MRS. ZORA SELLERS: I was 
at the killing. Kuight and wife got 
there between 12 and 1 o'clock. Kill 
ing was about '1. Joe and Sam were 
talking al>uut fiddling. Jou said 
John Bennett was a good tiddler. 
Sam said he w as a d— d liar and 
thai he was by that like he was by a 
good many other things, he didn't 
ki.ow a iythiug ab >ut It. Joe said lie 
didn't want any fuss. Sam said he 
liad come prepared to raise li— I and 
was going to shoot Ills d— d brains 
out and got up and started 
towards Joe. Joe was lying 
on a palletin ibelenoorneraiid when 
Sam started towards Mm he raised 
up and got his pistol out ofa box on 
ilio shelf and abot him. Bam bad 
his hand on his pistol.- 

Cross-examined: Joe got the pistol 
from a box on a shelf over his pallet. 
He was lying down. I live near Pa- 
ducah, married Bob Sellers there. 
Ijeft bim a year ago. 'Went to Ray's 
the first of March. Sam and his wife 
staid there the night before the kill- 
ing. They left between 7 and 8 next 
morning and returned l>elwceii 12 
and 1. Joe was sick wiih risings and 
not able to work. He talked some 
during the evening. Sam seemed 
short and crabbed. The flddle talk 
came up about 4 o'clock. I was In 
the right corner, Mrs. Kuight next 
to me, Sam Knight in front of the 
Are, Mrs. Ray on hit left and Joe tn 
the left comer. Th«N^ was a box 
between Sam and Joe and In front of 
Mrs. Bay which was used to sit on 

Mrl. White and Nettle Bay were 
out in the yard. Joe sbot.as8*m 
was coming -round the box towards 
him. In tliree feet of him. Samieli 
backwards. I ran out. Mrs. Ray 
kept her seat Mrs. Knight had my 
babv in her lap. Joe put his pistol 
back in the liox and wont to the field. 
I didn't hear any tulk about Joe aud 
Betlie (ioodloe and didn't hear Joe 
tell Sam he started that lie. 

MBS. IDELLA KNIGHT : Widow 
of Knight and lister of Ray. (Her 
testimony was almost Identical with 
lliat ^of preceding witness in regard 
to the killing and tlie fkete leading 
thereto.) Just before we started to 
pa's Mr. Knight loaded his pistol and 
put it in his pocltetiind said lie wis 
golng'to raise h— I with Joe, I asked 
in could go and he said he didn't 
care. I told mother after we got 
there what he had said. We liad 
been married 4 months that day. Mr. 
K. was high tempered and was in a 
bad humor tliat day. Joe lived with 
us awhile but left and went to pa's. 
There was no trouble that I knew of 
Cross-examined : Nothing new de- 
veloped. (The witness could not bo 
shaken in her version of the killing 
except that slie stated that Knight 
had his pistol cocked and pointed at 
Ray.) Joe did not send a boy after 
Sam. Didn't hear any talk about 
Betty Goodloe. (The pointed cross 
questioning of Mr. Garnett finally 
caused the witness to become con- 
fused and angry and she began to cry 
and was excused.) 

MRS. ELIZA RAY:-Mother of 
Joe Ray. Knight and wife steld at 
onr house the night before. Sam 
wouldn't cat any breakfast and 
seemed mad. He invited me to go 
home with them. I dei:lined as I 
was not well and loUl him maybe I 
would come over that evening, lie 
said "No you won't" and kicked me 
as he passed out. Mrs. K. told me 
Sam loaded his pistol when he start- 
ed and said he was going to raise 
li— I with Joe. (There was no ma- 
terial dill'ercnce in her version of the 
killing and that of the last two wit- 
nesses.) I helped put Sam on the bed 
and washed up the blood. They ;Wei'e 
3 or 4 feet apart when Joe shot. 'Box 
between Ibem bu^hey^oolild'tiaTe 
sliot over the liox. 

MRS. RAY was M<oalled Batoi^ay 
morning by tbe Gommon wealth and 
she stated tlii|t;:,sh« did not tell Mrs. 
Margaret kiHgiit that shekno«k«d 
the pistol out of Joe's hand and wbilo 
Sam was talking to hl» wife Joe reoeh- 



od around and shot him. Didn't say 
Sam fett bank in her lap. 

MBK MARGARET KinOHT waa 
re-called aud testified that such a 
statement '#a8 made tolierbyMra. 
Itay th» day alitor the killing. Fur- 
ther that shii' told her they first quar- 
reled about a tiddic tvnd a liepus.>.cd. 
That Sam then lay down on the bod 
and another dispute arose about some 
talcs. The lie passeii again and Sam 
came to the Are with his liaiids in his 
pockets and sat down on a box. That 
Joe reached around her and shot and 
that she knocked up the pistol and 
thought ho didn't hit him, but Knight 
fell back in her arms and she eased 
him off on the floor. That Mrs. Ray 
appeai'ed troubled and excited. Wit- 
ness stated that abe was a daughter 
of Jaso l..add. 

This closed the tcsliinoiiy and at 
n :.')0 o'clock Saturday the arguments 
were begun. 

TIIK SPKECIIKS. 

Col. L. A. Sypert spoke first for 
the ileleiisc and was followed by Esq. 
W. H.Catoon the other side. Mr. 
C. II. Bnsh spoke next for the pris- 
oner, and Mr. (larnett closed the pros- 
ecution and the Jury took the case at 
1 o'clock.

WASHINGTON- LETTER. 



ASBINOTON, D. C., Mar. 15, 188G. 
THE South Kkntiickiav: 
riie Ijeiilcii ecasnii, willi its niilxlii- 
InK inlliieiicc tlieiiielically, ut luuHt, 
upon social guycly, is at liaiid. In 
WasliiiiKtoii it is llie proper tiling to 
observe Lent, after a fashion, and fur 
that reason and no other tlicrn is a 
rocoKnitlon of the penitential period- 
Its ousorvanco is (,'(Mierully conllnrtl 
to R partial ceBUKlinii rri)ni ollli ial re- 
ception and swell dinners, and a cor 
rtepondingly more frequent attend' 
anco at chiiruh. Social activity con 
tiiines but in a dllTercnt nay than 
. usual, the lovers of pleasnre lieopiiig 
up the round of private liops and cu 
tortaininoiits, varied by frecjiicnt 
allurements of whist and progressive 
euobre. The White House sets a 
cood example by closing its door 
liuriug Lent, except to the informal 
call of ijcrsoiial friends. The music 
by tlie Marino Band is not iieard 
vitbin these historic walls ; the brill- 
lint throng of fashion, in gorgeous 
array, no longer moves about in the 
glare of a hundred gas-Iights. When 
Kaster brings release from llie re- 
straiiita of Lent, lliere is aiinlher 
blaze of locial glory and everybody 
plunge* In with an evident determi- 
nation to malce up for lott l\me. 
This continues until tlie ascending 
mercury in the thermometer closes 
"the season." 

.Tud^lng fioni the indication up to 
date, this Congress is going to be 
famous for its >'chin music." Tlie 
number of set s|)eeohea made tlnis 
far is greatly in excess of the usual 
number, and the iiicinbcra seem to 
be Just fairly getting tlioir wind. All 
this is not without its compeusatine 
features, for it makes plenty of work 
for the type-setters at the Govcrn- 
meufPrlntlng Office at good prices, 
and furnishes a vast amount of liter- 
ature for canipaiifii use among the 
people. Xo doubt public business 
will auflbr, but nothing else can be 
expected in a body of men Ihree- 
fourths of whom are lawyers. Were 
it not for the adjournment tbafbriugs 
Congress to an end once in two years, 
the talk of these lc<;islator8 would, 
like Tennyson's brook, "flow on for- 
ejrw," 

The President's maiden veto was 
sent to the Senate on Wednesday. 
The Court of Claims in an action 
hrouglit by Lieut. iicBlair against 
the Uovcrnineiit fur niuncy claimed 
to be due, held that the Lieutenant 
had not been legally placed on the 
retired list, Lteutenant McBlair 
llicn pctilioncd Con<rie98 for restora- 
tion, wliicli body said that he might 
be if the rresiilenl saw fit, in the 
exorcise of bis ^judgment, to reap' 
point him. The President in veto- 
ing the bill said :— "The findings of 
the retiring board seem so satisfac 
lory and the merits of the case so 
slight in the light III' the lari^e sum 
already paid to tlie applicaut, while 
tlie«lalms of tbousauds of wonuded 
and disabled soldiers wait for tnstlce 
at the hands of the government, that 
I am constrained to interpose uii iili- 
jcction to a measure which proposes 
to suspend wliolesomo lav/s for the 
purpose of granting wliat appears to 
mc to be an undeserved gratitude." 

Captain Eads, of Mississippi jetty 
fame, is working his Isthmus of Te- 
liauiilapec scheiiiu before Congress 
for all (hat it is worth. To demoi 
strate the praelieability of his scheme 
he has constructed a working model 
of a vessel and a miniature isthmus at 
a cost of $12,000, which ho has sot up 
in the Capitol building. When mem- 
bers get tired <if listening to speeches 
tiiey go down stairs and take an illu- 
me trip on Eads' ship railway. The 
Kaval Aintirs Committee has been 
convinced of the practicability of the 
scheme, and as soon as it is felt that 
a large portion of the nicinbers arc 
satisfied that they should vote the 
support asked, the isthmus and ship 
will be transferred to the Senate wing 
to Influence the Senators. 

It is learned from ofllcial quarters 
that there is no truth nor foundation 
for tlic story (hat the postal clerks 
contemplate a general strike. Kvery- 
thing between the clerks and Uepart- 
mcnt is moving along without fric- 
tion, and business is not to be dis- 
turbed by any cessation of mail de- 
livery. 

Congress has been cross-question- 
ing Commissioner Black this week on 
the charges made by him that liis 
predecessor Dudley had run the Pen- 
sion Ofllce as a |)olitical machine. 
The Commissioner lias promised to 
fnriiish the Committee witli the 
names and number of pension cases 
In which pensions were eitiicr granted 
or rejected on account of politics uf 
the applicant, lie said further that 
he lias made 1(!0 appoiiUments since 
he look charge of tlie office, of which 
nnmber 142 were Democrats. 

The Senate galleries have been 
packed witli spectators who, whan 
they once get Inside, spend the whole 
day in listening to Senatorial elo- 
quence and exposition of Constilu- 
tlouai law on the much talked of "re- 
moval from office" question. Senator 
Kenna, of West Va., made tlio most 
forcible and logical speech during the 
weck.and dissected Senator Edmunds' 
apeecli, so that there seemed to be 
licitlier reason nor logic in il. Bui 
the Vermont Senator's speecli, when 
taken as a whole, Is a very strong and 
able presentation of his 'case, even if 
ho has not f|Ot the best of the coutro- 
Tersy. H.
